At the Police Station. 

Carrying banners with Chinese 
inscriptions, the procession, to the 
numbe:’ of nearly a thousand, 
arrived at the Police Station, 
where Chan is confined, at about 
2.30 a.m. and a delegation walked 
ioto the charge-room and request- 
ed that they might ba allowed to 
see one of the Police 
Superintendents, Mr. Wolfe 
for preference. The Yatter bid 
not arrived ‘at'the ‘time, but 
Mr. P. P. J. Wodehouss 
appesred a faw minutes later 
and engaged in a conversation 
with the Isbour delegation.

THE RUSSIAN PROBLEM. 


Genoa, May 33. | 

The Poiitical Sab-Commission lengthily discussed the Russian 
reply. Hitherto there has been no rupture, but it adjourned for a 
few hours after speeches in which M. Barthou categorically cpposel 
Mr. Lloyd George, whom Signor Schanzer supported. 

Mr, Lloyd George initiated the discussivn and, after describing 
the Russiah reply as provoking end unsatisfactory, speke on the 
lines cabled’ yesterday, proposing a truce with the cessation of pro- 
-paganda and the appointment of Commissions, including Russians. M. 
Barthon replied and described the truce as being dangercus and the 
proposal of Commissions as illusory and mesely another form of the 
Conference which had talked for a month without result. He did 
not object to Commissions if the Russians were excluded and neu- 
trals and the United States were incinded. 


M. Barthou to reconsider Ais decision. 
Losdor, May 13. 


All advices from Genoa agree in estimating that the Conference | 


will last another fortnight, whem it will adjourn for at least several 
months, while the three proposed Commissions, on which the Russians 
are equally represented, will investigate, probably at. Moscow, the 
dabts, credits and private property qugstions respectively. The 
British are apparently prepared at to-day’s meeting to conditionally 
suppert the appointment of the Commissions. “Mr. Lloyd George's 
scheme to meet the new situation by a truce based on existing 
frontiers until the Commissions have ccmpleted their labours appears 
to nave found favour with neutral and cther delegates who lunched 
at Mr. Lloyd George's villa yesterday, while the French are reported 
to have expressed approval on the main principles ‘of the British

Mr. Lieyd George’s statement: ‘We are on the road to agree- 
ment,” afters “friendly but earnest” talk with M. Barthou, is con- 
firmed in an announcement at the conclusion of this evening’s meet- 
ing of the Political Sab-Commission that an agreement has been 
Feached regarding Mixed Commissions and a Non-Aggression Pact. 

London, May 14. 

Mr. Carvin telegraphs to the Obserrer from -Genoa that the 
seeret of the Russtan reply, known to Mr. Lilord George, is that the 
Russians want to settle bat ‘do not dare'to sign at Genoa owing to 
their extremists. Consequently they aim, through the mixed Com- 
mission, to prolong negotiations in the belief that they will later 
gain backing at Moscow through the influence of Mr. Lenin, after he 
is acquainted with the details.

In the course of a speech at the afternoon sitting of the 
Political Sub-Commission urging the desirability of reaching an 
agreement, Baron Izhii declared that he favored the British proposal, 

Paris, May 14. 

It is reported: frem Genoa that Mr. Lloyd George said ‘the Con- 
ference would conclude om Tuesday provided agreement was reached 
regarding the Experts” Commission on Rugsian questions. The 
Powers, on the proposal of M. Barthou, decided to invite the United 
States to participate in the Commission. France insists that Gov- 
ernmeénts and not the Conference should appoint the members of 
the Commission, to which Russia should at first not be admitted, and 
that the Commission should only be empowered to make recommenda+ 
tions and not binding decisions.

At the age of 26 he was 
appointed secretary of the Ragged 
School Union. ‘That was the 
bevinning of a long life spent in 
the study of little children andia 
helping cripples. 

Sir John*very quickly widened 
the scope of the Ragged School 
Union, and won the sympathy of 
roost of-the noted personalities of 
the day in his efforts to make 
happier the, lives of crippled 
children. - .

ries, clube, Fresh Air Fond 
outings, missions, clothing funds 
—all these were under his wink, 
and there was little surprise when 
in 1907 “the children’s friend” 
was knighted by King Edward.

DEFYING AUTHORITY. 


We much regret that the labour 
fotces of the Colony, as repre- 
sented bs well over a bandred 
guilds, have seen fit to’ interfere 
in the case of Chan Ping-sang, 
the former head of the Chinese 
Seamen's Union, who has been 
arrested by the Hongkong au- 
thorities with a view to his 
deportation as an undesirable 
character. In making reason- 
able representations on Iegi- 
timate industrial questioas, the 
guilds can always count on the 
sympathy of all right-minded 
people. It is when they enter 
the sphere of politics, and. as in 
this case, attempt to interfere 
with the carrying out of the 
Colony’s laws, that they forfeit 
public support. 

“Happily, the facts of this case 
are quite simple. They cannot 
be made the subject of bargaining 
or of compromise.: The detsined 
man has, in his own country, 
been convicted, as a murderer. 
That he was subsequently par- 
doned on political grounds does 
not affect the issues at stake— 
he is s murderer none the less. 
Being a murderer, and also a 
mso wha did not hesitate to 
turn & revolver on a police con- 
stable who attempted to arrest 
him ia Canton, he obviously 
comes. within the category of an 
undesirable. If a man who holds 
the lives of otbers in so cheap 
esteem is not a danger to the 
community, we do not know who 
is. “ 
There is another paint worth 
stressing. The Union officisls 
were warned that if Chan return- 
ed to Hongkong. he would be 
arrested. Yet he came all the 
same. As the Union leaders 
knew what to expect, we can 
only regard Chan’s return and 
the demands now being made for 
his release as a deliberate effort 
to set authority at defiance.

‘Parent's Protest in Court. 

OF partioular interest to Kaw- 
loon residents was a case which 
came before Mr. RE. Lindsell at 
the Police Court this morning, 
whor two amahs were charged 
with obstructing the footpath 
outside the Clubde Recreio aad 
the Rowloon Cinema. . 

The action followed a request 
made by the police some tima 
back that the footpaths -should 
ba left clear of the obstructions 
caused when amahs congrogat- 
ed together with perambulators 
and their charges. Yesterday 
afternoon, an receipt of informa- 
tion of an obstruction being caus- 
ed on the footpath outside the 
Club de Recreio, a squad of 
constables was dispatched from 
the Water Police Station and. to 
use a word uttered by one of the 
officers, a “raid was made on 
the six or seven amahs who were 
gathered at the spot. Thesa 
women with those of the older 
children who were able to run, 
scattered in all directions. This 
action Mr. FL EL Nasb, who 
figured in the case, criticised as 
being bigh-handed and likely to 
result in serious consequances if 
motar cars happened to pass 
Jalong the road at the moments, 

Two of the amabs were caught 
by the police in the fligh: which 
followed and, with thoir. charzes, 
were taken to the Police Station. 
The parents of these children, Mr. 
F. E. Nash and a Mrs. Wilson, 
were indignant that the childran 
should be accorded such traat- 
ment by the police, and they 
made no pains of concealing 
their. feelings whea the matter 
came bafore the Nfazistrats this 
morniog. 

Mr. Nash said tha’ the action 
of the police, in regard to their 
treatment of the children 
particularly, was high-handed. 
What they should have done, if 
action was required in this 
roatter .of obstruction, was 
to issue 2 summons against the 
employers of these amahs who 
would, primarily, ba responsible. 
It was not right that when the 
amahs were taken tothe Police 
Station the cbildren should ba 
made to accompany them also. 

Inspector P. Grant, who con- 
ducted the case for the police, 
said tbat corresponderce had 
pessed between the authorities 
and the Kowloon Residents’ As- 
sociation in which this matter of 
obstrnesion by ameabs and their 
charges -had’ been raised. The 
police had then been requested to 
look into this and prevent such 
obstruction if it occurred. 

“T don’t care a rap about the 
Kowloon Residents’ Association,” 
interposed Mr. Nash, who then 
proceeded to further criticiz> the 
case. He was still speakicg when 
Mrs. Wilson, tbe mother of one of 
the children, interrupted to show 
that she too wassnnoyed. When 
remonstrated with by the Magist- 
rate for her interruption, Ars. 
Wilson replied that she too bad 
a hand in this case and wanted to 
say what she felt aboot it.. 

Inspector,Grant was mention- 
ing tbat seats had been erected 
and made ‘avaitable for the amahs 
nearthe spot, when Mrs. Wilson 


made a reply io the effect 
(that these seats. were always 
occupied by Chinese’ of the coolie 
class, and that it was incumbent 
on th: police to see that theae 
seats were kept clear. If they 
had done this, the amabs would 
not have to gather onthe footpath 

Mr. Lindsel!l agreed with some 
of the points raised in Mr. Nash’s 
tomarks. He said that this was 
a matter which should go bafore 
the Kowloon Residents” Associa- 
tion, and anunderstandingarrived 
at in regard to the points of ob- 
struction, In discharging the 
two amahs he cautioned them 
against arepstition of the offence.

The cargo wag of the 
value of $108,000 and was insured 
by the appellants with English 
underwriters on valaed policies 
for an aggregate sum of £26,025, 
One of these policies was under- 
written by the respondents for

respondents and other under- 
writers paid the appellants 
£26,025. The appellants, however, 
contended that they ware entitled 
to have the sum of £26025 
seduced to American dollars:at 
the rate. of 84.125, and as the 
payment ix sterling mada by the 
underwriters was short by the 
sum of about £2,886 of the amount 
in sterling required to purchase 
$108,000 of the sum of £2,886 the 
respontents’ proportion wes 
agreed to be £332 133 1d. and thas” 
sum ths appellants claimed in 
thairaction. :

Tris a regrettable fact, which 
not even the best friends of the 
United States in thiacountry can 
heip but admit, that the troubles 


which our trans.Atlantic cousins} 


ate experiencing {o connection 
with their great merchant fleet 
have had the effect of engender- 
ing among a section of . the 
American public a spirit of in- 
tenge bitterness towards Great 
Britain. Frankly, we are at & 
Yoss to account for this feeling, 
though it would seem that in 
some circles there is a belief that 
we are endeavouring to hinder 
the development of the American 
mercantile marine. There are. 
-of course, no grounds for such a 
suggestion: on tha contrary, the 
ambition of America fo possess &
